men and at least four and possi­ 
bly five policemen early in 1928. 
Mayor Ralph C. Benedum announ­ 
ced today. 
The 
levy, 
outside the 15-mill

years, will net approximately $32,- 
000. 
The entire levy must be used 


for fire department purposes, but 
some of the safety department 
money which ordinarily goes to 
the fire department will be trans­ 
ferred to the police department. 
If sufficient 
funds are available 
five men WHI be added to the po­ 
lice force, bringing the personnel 
of the department up to 15, Includ­ 
ing the chief and captain. 
Report of the National Board

Restoration of street car service north of Riverview cemetery 
on the Grandview division of the Steubenville, East Liverpool and 
Beaver Valley Traction company’s lines, withdrawn Sunday morn­ 
ing as a result of disagreement over lowering a section of the road 
bed to the level of St. Clair avenue, is dependent upon the action 
of city council at a special meeting tonight- 
Thanks to the efforts of Mayor Ralph C. Benedum and Ser- 
yico-Safety Director John W. Moore, who stepped into the breach 
whan a councilman^ committee failed to obtain results, the street 
railway owners have promised to resume the operation of cars on 
the Northside tomorrow morning, in the event that their action 
shall not be interpreted as acceptance of the proposed new fran­ 
chise voted by the legislative assembly. As they have done since 
expiration of the agreement with the county commissioners, they 
will provide service pending adjustment of differences over street 
improvements. 
% Within a few minutes after the city executive and his cabinet 
member sat down at the conference table, around which were repre­ 
sentatives of the traction company, the peace proposal was sub­ 
mitted by General ’Manager C. A. Smith, who is cognizant of the 
importance of trolley service to the East Liverpool district. And as 
one confrere declared, the traction management was more than 
reasonable in discussion of the points at issue. 
If council members approve the conditions of the armistice, 
the proposed legal action looking toward a revocation of the trac­ 
tion franchise shall be held in abeyance pending an amicable set­ 
tlement of the dispute. 
Councilmen, restoration of street car service in Maplewood 
and Thompson Park districts is up to you. 


W eather Danger Signals 
Edward Axberg, air mail flier who lost his life near Kendall­ 
ville, Ind., last wwh» wouU. prnli'ilily have been saved if he had 
had as complete weather reports covering his, entire route as are 
soon to be inaugurated for air mail service. He left Chicago with 
weather reports only from that city and from Cleveland, know 
ing that there was good weather in both places, but^not knowing 
that there was a bad electrical storm in between. He ran into that 
and crashed. 
With weather report stations close together along the route 
and with other stations paralleling them but probably IOO miles 
from the line, a flier can be warned to land before he gets mixed 
up with a fog. Or he may be told that he can safely go over or 
around a storm that looms ahead. 
It is customary to laugh a good deal at official weather bu­ 
reau forecasters and to assume that they deal in mere guesses 
which are more often wrong than right. 
Reporting promptly actual conditions in* various localities will 
be something quite different. 
It won’t say a storm is probable, 
but will announce that one is raging close at hand and must be 
avoided somehow. 
This sort of thing will not only save the lives of air mail pilots, 
but will wdrk out to the advantage of commercial aviation by in­ 
spiring prospective air travelers with greater confidence in such 
transportation. 


War For A Sea W indow 
There is trouble in Europe again, threatening war. Poland 
and Lithuania are deadlocked over a dispute which is a local issue, 
and yet threatens the peace of Europe and has a meaning for 
America. 
Poland is a landlocked country, whose only outlet to salt water 
lies through Lithuania, on the Baltic Sea* Her situation is like 
that of Bolivia, barred from the Pacific by Chile- Lithuania has 
closed the port of Memel, bottling up her inland neighbor. Poland 
is ready to fight for her “window on the sea.”

There have been many wars fought for access to the sea, and 
may be many more. Sometimes such an outlet involves the very 
life of a nation. The Allies provided several national “easements” 
through neighbors’ territory, in the Paris treaty, to minimize the 
chance of conflicts in such cases, but some of them are not work­ 
ing right. 
Suppose Canada were barring the Great Lakes group of states 
from the Atlantic, via the St. Lawrence, which fortunately she 
isn’t, or Lousiana were in position to bar our great inland empire 
from the Gulf of Mexico. Then we’d know how Poland feels now.

A Constitutional Convention. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—Be­ 
fore the newly convened Congress ad­ 
journs 
prelim inary 
moves 
will ho 
made, It is said, to bring about (he 
calling of a Constitutional Convention 
t i undertake a general overhauling of 
the Nation’s organic 
law. 
The pro­ 
posal will he supported by argum ents 
to the effect that some of the more 
recent am endm ents to the Constitu­ 
tion, with the enforcem ent laws and 
court decisions with regard thereto, 
are in direct, conflict with other pro 
visions of the Constitution and th at 
the time has come. for a com plete re­ 
vision of the famous document. 
It Is not 
suggested 
th a t 
radical 
changes be made In the Constitution, 
or th at more than one or two new pro­ 
visions he Incorporated in it,*^>ut it is 
contended th at conflicts in the docu­ 
m ent should be eliminated and th at 
its language should be clarified and 
its intent made umnistakle. 
it is luaintod thai. experience has 
dem onstrated this can not be accom 
pllshed by the process of adapting in 
dividual amendm ents 
from 
time to 
time and then having them interpreted 
by devisions of the Supreme Court 
An example cited of conflicts th at 
have arisen is the one between: tho 
Fourth Amendment and the Eighteenth 
through the court decisions relative to 
the law for the enforcem ent of tho 
latter. 
The Fourth Amendment! be 
it recalled, is one of the articles of 
the so-called Bill of R ights and is 
known as the one guaranteeing ‘‘se­ 
curity from unreasonable searches and 
seizures." The Eighteenth, as no one 
needs to be reminded, is th e prohibi­ 
tion amendment. 
The form er provides that "the right 
of the people to be secure In their per* 
sons, houses, 
papers, 
and 
effects; 
against unreasonable 
searches 
and 
seizures, shall not be violated, and no 
w arrants shall issue, but upon probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirm s 
tion, and particularly describing the 
place Jo be searched, and the persons 
or things to bo seized." 
The latter 
does not initself conflict with this 
guarantee, hut it is claimed that court 
decisions anent actions of prohibition 
i enforcem ent officers have denied the 
guarantee established 
by th e Fourth 
Amendment: 
What the Courts Have Decided. 
'In test cases that have been carried 
through the courts the decision has 
been made th at enforcement officers 
can, without a duly executed search 
w arrant, stop an automobile on the 
public highway and search it for con 
traband liquor, and that the baggage 
of a person on a train can be search­ 
ed without a search w arrant but mere* 
ly upon the decision of the investigat* 
ing officer th at he wants to make such 
a search. 
This is regarded by w hat 
is described aa a considerable elem ent 
of the populace as an invasion of the 
guarantees established by tile Bill of 
Rights. 
Again, it is pointed out, the Four­ 
teenth Amendment says that no State 
may "deny to any person within its 
Jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws” and there are those who think 
th at w hat is forbidden to a State m ust 
also be understood to be forbidden to 
the Federal 
Government. 
However, 
Congress 
has passed 
a law under 
which it has thus far been m aintained 
successfully in the courts th at when a 
prohibition enforcem ent officer kills 
any one he is not am enable to the 
laws of the State w ithin which the 
killing is done, but m ust be tried in 
the nearest Federal Court where the 
fe d e ra l district attorney appears not 
as his prosecutor, but as hi* defender. 
An instance of w hat may happen 
under this 
seeming conflict of law 
with a constitutional 
guarantee 
re­ 
cently occurred In southern Maryland. 
A 
prohibition 
enforcement 
officer, 
who, with others, was making a raid 
on a farm in quest of ai^ illicit still, 
shot and killed an old man who had 
resisted the invasion of his prem ises 
by persons who appeared under cover 
of night and whom he might have had 
reason to fear were burglars. 
He did 
not carry his resistance to the point 
of injuring any of the invaders. No 
still w as found on the place, it is said. 
M aryland authorities 
arrested the 
prohiTrttion enforcem ent officer 
and 
charged him with murder, and sought 
to have him tried in a state court under 
the state laws covering the crime al­ 
leged to have been com m itted. Feder- 


Frdcral court., and the next thing the 
people of that section of Maryland 
knew the man had been released from 
custody and was back on his Job in 
their midst, presumptively ready to do 
another killing if he thought the Bit 
uation called for it. 
Debate Said to Be Futile. 
Dispassionate 
observers 
of cases 
such- as those cited—and there are 
many others—say that debate as to 
what is right or wrong, or what is 
constitutional or unconstitutional, is 
futile until there has been a revision 
of the Constitution. 
Nobody can win 
such a debate because nobody can bo 
sure which side is right. 
There can 
be. and will be of course, court de­ 
cisions, hut even in the case of final 
adjudications there may remain doubts 
in some minds as to w hether justice 
has been done. 
There are two ways by which the 
Constitution can be changed. 
By the 
first, two-thirds of both houses of Con­ 
gress must approve a resolution for 
an amendment which becomes adopt­ 
ed when ratified by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the States. 
By 
the second Congress upon ‘he applica­ 
tion of the legislatures of two-thirds 
of the States m ust call a Constitu­ 
tional Convention. 
Such a convention 
may produce an entirely new Consti­ 
tution, or make any changes in the 
existing Constitution, but what if does 
must he confirmed by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the States. 
By the first, a two-thirds vote of Con 
gross and a three-fourths vote of the 
States are required to effect an amend 
ment. 
By the 
second, a two-thirds 
vote of the States opens up the entire 
Constitution to amendm ent or revision, 
but. three-fourths of the Slates must 
accept the action of the Constitutional 
Convention, w hatever it may be, before 
i: becomes effective. 
It has been charged th at those who 
are opposed to the prohibition amend­ 
ment are behind the movement for a 
Constitutional Convention because they 
believe that to he the easiest way of 
accomplishing their purpose or the 
only way 
in which 
the prohibition 
question can ever acain he put up to 
the country as a whole. That, obvious­ 
ly. opens up another debate. 
But there are people in considerable 
numbers who are interested ip further 
changes 
in the 
Constitution, aside 
from the indicated changes to elim i­ 
nate conflicts, and they are those who 
believe in the so-called equal rights 
amendment, sponsored by the W oman’s 
Party, and those who w ant a newly- 
elected President and Congress to he 
gin functioning the first week ii^ the 
January following their election in 
November. 
There are a ls o advocates 
of a change that would give the P res­ 
ident a term of six years and m ak e1 
him ineligible for re-election. 
>

since that presided over by G eorge1 
W ashington which concluded Its delib­

Council Passes New O r­ 
dinance A fter A m end­ 
ing D uration of G rant 
From 50 Years. 


W here T uesday night there raged a 
storm of legislative trouble around the 
proposed Ohio Pow er company fra n ­ 
chise ordinance, today a sudden and 
unanticipated calm prevails as a re ­ 
sult of the subm ission by the 
com ­ 
pany of a new 35-year ordinance and 
its approval by Wellsville solons 
at 
last night’s adjourned meeting. 
Adjourning T uesday night's plunge' 
into a confusing m ass of legislation 
th at failed to determ ine anything def­ 
initely,-council was looking forward 
to further trouble when last night rep ­ 
resentatives of 
the 
power company 
presented a new franchise ordinance 
with three o u tstanding modifications. 
While it w as suggested at first th a t 
the m easure be enacted as an em er­ 
gency ordinance a.«. passed under sus­ 
pended rules, solons decided to pass it i 
merely on th ree separate readings in I 
order that any one may have suffi­ 
cient time to inspect it, if they so de­ 
sire. 
R eferring to location and re location 
of poles, the ordinance places author­ 
ity with the proper city officials. 
T he ordinance alao places responsi­ 
bility for dam ages to persons or prop­ 
erty arising from a source connected 
with its property or equipment. 
The ordinance also specifies a 33- 
year franchise term. 
This third 
modification indicated, 
as pointed o u t by representatives of 
the company, a desire to adjust 
by 
amicable m eans ra th e r than force a 
referendum vote. 
T he company origi­ 
nally had 
w anted a 50-year period; 
several am ong the solons had favored 
a 25-year period. 
P resenting "th e ordinance to coun­ 
cil, A ttorney W. H. Vodrey expressed J 
the view th a t the company w as 
In­ 
clined to believe it had a franchise as 
a result of Tuesday night’s proceed­ 
ings, but did n o t w an t to foster trou­ 
ble with the city. 
Vodrey explained th a t the m atter 
h ^ been discussed w ith Mayor W. L. 
Fogo 
and 
expressed the hope that 
there would be no use for a referen­ 
dum vote, entailing an expense 
of 
probably $500 to the city. 
Councilman Nicholson m ade a final 
inquiry concerning the relation of tho 


fran ch ise to the light and power rates. 
Repeating what he bad hold council 
several weeks ago, Vodrey pointed out 
th a t the city’s contract with the Ohio 
P ow er company for the supply of cur­ 
r e n t controlled the rate.
